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More questioned following swoops by officers 

TERROR ARRESTS 
PAIR CHARGED

TWO Walsall men arrested 
on suspicion of Syria-related 
terrorism offences have ap¬ 
peared in court. 

Mohammed Iqbal Hussain, aged 23, 
from Castle Road, Walsall, has been 
charged with four counts of funding 
terrorism under the Terrorism Act 
2000. 

Mohamed Suyaubur Rohaman, 32, of the 
same address, has been charged with one count 
of funding terrorism. They were both arrested 
on January 12. 

Both appeared before Westminster Magis¬ 
trates Court earlier this week and a date is due 
to be set for a further hearing. 

Two other men arrested by counter terrorism 
officers in Walsall on January 14 on suspicion 
of Syria-related terrorism offences have been re¬ 
leased on police bail until April pending further 
inquiries. 

The latest arrests were made as police carried 
out a number of raids at different addresses 
across the borough. 

A home in Earl Street, Palfrey was searched 
by officers but West Midlands Police declined to 
name any others. They also refused to say where 
the two 26-year-olds were arrested from. 

West Midlands Police spokesman Lee Page 
confirmed the men have been released on bail. 

Suspicion 

The force moved to reassure members of the 
public, stating the arrests were intelligence-led 
and there was no immediate threat to public 
safety in a statement: “Officers from the West 
Midlands Counter Terrorism Unit have arrested 
a further two people in Walsall on suspicion of 
Syria related terrorism offences. 

“The two men are from the Walsall area. The 
offences under investigation are all related to 
terrorism activity connected to Syria. The ar¬ 
rests are part of an on-going operation. 

“Officers carried out searches at a number of 
addresses in the Walsall area associated with the 
suspects. The arrests were intelligence led and 
there was no immediate threat to public safety.” 

People living in Earl Street said they were con¬ 
cerned by the arrests. 

One neighbour, who did not want to be named, 
said: “It does concern me. We’ve had nothing 
like that on this street before. It’s very quiet and 
we have no problems. 

“We’re a close community around here. Every¬ 
body knows each other.” 

Speaking about the family who lived in the 
property that was raided by police in Earl Street, 
the neighbour added: “They were a family but 
we didn’t see much of them.”

Hope 

Councillor Underhill said: 
“It’s important we have these 
annual services because Sister 
Dora is probably one person the 
majority of people in Walsall 
know. We need to honour her 


memory. 

I think she is somebody who 
gives hope to people.” 

Sister Dora, born Dorothy 
Wyndlow Pattison, was born in 
Yorkshire in 1832 and arrived 
in Walsall in January 1865. She 
was a 19th-century Church of 
England nun and a nurse. 

In 1875, the area was hit by 
smallpox and a dedicated ep¬ 
idemic hospital was set up in 
Hospital Street, Birchills, where 
she cared for poorly residents for 
six months, putting her own life 
at risk. 

She also cared for victims of 
the Birchills explosion in 1875.

WALSALL’S answer to Florence 
Nightingale was honoured at 
a remembrance service in the 
town. 

Nearly 100 residents marked 
the life of Sister Dora at St 
Paul’s Church at a moving cer¬ 
emony. 

The annual service of thanks¬ 
giving including hymns and 
prayers was led by Rev Mark 
Kinder, who is the vicar at the 
church. 

Afterwards, there was a pro¬ 
cession to the statue of Sister 
Dora on The Bridge and flowers 
and wreaths were laid. 

During the service, Sue 
Weller, Archdeacon of Walsall, 
said Sister Dora - who has been 
called Walsall’s Lady of the 
Lamp - ‘gave selflessly to others’ 
throughout her life. 

“She devoted her life to nurs¬ 
ing and healing,” she said. 

Speaking afterwards the 
Mayor of Walsall, Councillor An¬ 
gela Underhill, said the service 
honouring Sister Dora was one 
of the most important dates in 
the town’s calendar.

Talks due on removal 
of bus lane in town 

A PETITION calling for the removal of a 
controversial bus lane will be discussed 
by council bosses today, Thursday. 

The petition, launched by Bloxwich 
councillor Shaun Fitzpatrick, is asking 
that the lane in Bloxwich High Street is re¬ 
moved and has been supported by 1,158 
people across three different petitions. 

The petitions follow complaints about a 
traffic enforcement camera put in place on 
September 22, with people claiming it was 
catching drivers out unfairly. 

Council chiefs said the camera had 
been installed following complaints from 
bus companies about obstructions on the 
bus lane. 

ENVIRONMENT 

Agency says spill 
caused no danger 

A CORROSIVE acid spillage at a fac¬ 
tory in Willenhall caused no visible 
harm to wildlife, according to the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency. 

A 35-ton tank holding hydrochloric 
acid collapsed at Edward Howells Gal- 
vanizers on Thursday, leaking 35,000 
litres at the site. Some acid found its 
way into the factory’s drainage network 
which then feeds into a brook. 

Agency spokesman Hannah Anni- 
son-French said: “We sent two officers 
out on Saturday to take samples. They 
showed PH levels downstream that 
were very close to normal.”

HIGHWAYS 

Government urged to 
take action on ad sign 

THE Government has been approached to 
stop a huge advertising sign being built in 
the Black Country over safety fears. 

The Alliance of British Drivers said the 
27ft-high electronic advertising board at the 
junction of the M5 and M6 could distract 
drivers and cause crashes. The screen will 
be placed on greenbelt land off Ray Hall 
Lane between West Bromwich and Great 
Barr, reaching up to 60ft off the ground. 

Brian Gregory, alliance chairman, said 
the whole group was shocked the High¬ 
ways Agency had raised no objections. 
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Factory cleared as acid tank collapses

A FACTORY housing 40 workers had 
to be evacuated after a tank holding 
35,000 litres of corrosive acid collapsed. 

Acid spewed from the tank outside 
Edward Howell Galvanizers in Watery 
Lane, Willenhall, and some of it ended 
up spilling into a nearby brook, al¬ 
though no-one was injured in the spill¬ 
age, the emergency services confirmed. 

But people in nearby buildings were 
told to stay inside and to keep doors and 
windows closed due to the nature of the 
liquid inside the tank. 

The Edward Howell Galvanizers fac¬ 


tory was evacuated last Thursday at 
around 8.45am and the building was 
immediately cordoned off. 

Firefighters from West Midlands Fire 
Service made the area safe and worked 
alongside staff from the Environment 
Agency and Severn Trent Water who 
succeeded to prevent the acid entering 
local water systems. 

But they were unable to stop it get¬ 
ting in to the brook. 

Fire service station commander, 
Steve Horley, said: “Crews are working 
hard to restrict the flow from the outlet 


into the brook, which then feeds into 
the River Tame. 

“Once it has been stopped we will 
then look at getting rid of the acid from 
the water, either through the drainage 
network or slowly dispersing it in a 
controlled manner.” The cause of the 
collapsed tank is not yet known. 

Severn Trent Water spokeswoman 
Grace Marren said: “We’re working 
with the fire service and the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency to investigate if the 
acid spill has entered our sewer pipes 
through drains in the area.” 


Three escape with dog 
as blaze hits house 


THREE people and a dog were 
evacuated from a large house 
fire in Walsall which has left the 
home ‘severely damaged’. 

All three people and the pet escaped 
injury in the blaze on Elmstead Close. 
Crews were called to the scene around 
5pm on Monday. 

Six fire engines descended on the resi¬ 
dential street and firefighters in breathing 
apparatus entered the property to tackle 
the flames, which were extinguished within 
15 minutes. 

It is suspected the blaze originated from 
the ground floor but fire investigators are 
yet to determine the cause. 

Both the ground and first floors were 
badly damaged, but firefighters managed 
to douse the flames in time to stop them 
spreading to neighbouring homes. 

Watch commander Kevin Eaves, from 
Sutton Coldfield fire station, said: “Initial 
crews immediately requested additional 
resources due to the severity of the fire we 
were dealing with. 

Precautionary 

“The property was heavily involved in 
fire. Breathing apparatus crews quickly at¬ 
tended to begin extinguishing the flames. 

“Three people were in there, all adults, 
none were injured they just suffered from 
shock. 

“They were given precautionary checks 
by paramedics. 

“There was one dog in there which sur¬ 
vived as well. 

“Firefighters adopted a ‘safe but asser¬ 
tive’ fire attack. They extinguished the fire 
after 10 to 15 minutes.” 

He added: “The house has been severely 
damaged. Firefighters are still on site 
damping down and ensuring there are no 
pockets of fire. 

“Investigators will confirm the cause in 
the next couple of days. It was lucky no-one 
was injured in the incident. 

“The actions of the fire crews stopped 
the fire from spreading. At its height, the 
flames could be seen through the win¬ 
dows.” 

Nearby resident Roger Haigh, aged 72, 
said: “It is very sad. I am just relieved no- 
one was hurt. 

“There are quite a few appliances here, 
the fire must have really taken hold.” 


Scale of £76m rail revamp revealed

THIS image from the 1930s shows 
the scale of work being carried out 
as part of a £76 million railway 
electrification scheme in Walsall 
town centre. 

The photograph reveals the 
tracks at Park Street, hidden un¬ 
derground for years and now being 
improved to boost services between 
Walsall and Rugeley. 

Network Rail is carrying out the 
work in the town centre, opposite 
Marks & Spencer and New Look, 
which is the cause of a gaping hole 


outside the shops at present. The 
old photograph shows how far 
below the surface the tracks lie, 
proving workers have no choice but 
to dig deep when it comes to car¬ 
rying out the improvements, which 
should also make the route more 
environmentally-friendly. 

Following years of planning the 
first phase of the work took place 
before Christmas with the dem¬ 
olition and replacement of half of 
the bridge on the station side over 
seven weeks. The second phase 


started over the weekend on the op¬ 
posite side of the High Street with 
pedestrians still able to access the 
bridge and shops. 

Matt Brown, scheme project 
manager for Network Rail, said: 
“Technically this is relatively 
straightforward, but logistically 
it’s the most complicated bridge 
I’ve ever had to deal with because 
it’s right in the middle of the town 
centre. We have made sure the key 
stakeholders are on board with the 
scheme. 


Traffic fears 
pointed out 
for new Aldi 
store plans 

TRAFFIC problems was a major talking 
point at a public consultation into Aldi’s 
plans to build a new supermarket in 
Great Barr. 

Concerns were put forward by resi¬ 
dents about increased traffic congestion 
on the roundabout which links Queslett 
Road, Beacon Road and Aldridge Road. 

The discount shop will be built off 
Old Horns Crescent near to Asda, cre¬ 
ating around 40 jobs. Shaun Broadley, 
aged 44 of Hillingford Avenue, said at 
the consultation event, at Pheasey Park 
Farm Community Centre on Thursday: 
“Traffic is already jam packed down at 
the island so I am naturally concerned 
building another food store there is just 
going to add to the problem. They do re¬ 
ally need to seriously consider the road 
layout and whether it is feasible. It could 
end up being murder trying to drive 
through there on a weekend.” 

Valeria Pittam, aged 78, who lives on 
Constable Close, was all for a new Aldi 
being built and said she believed it would 
bring healthy supermarket competition. 

She said: “I can’t wait for it to hope¬ 
fully be approved and start being built. 
Asda needs some competition in price 
and Aldi will certainly do that.” 

Perry Barr MP Khalid Mahmood, 
councillors Keith Linnecor and Adrian 
Andrew along with Aldi property direc¬ 
tor Ciaran Aldridge were present to lis¬ 
ten to residents’ feedback. Mr Aldridge 
said: “We would like to thank the local 
community for taking part in our con¬ 
sultation. It is important that we know 
what local people think of our plans.”.” 

Funeral date is 
set for ex-mayor 

A DATE has been announced for the 
funeral of former councillor and mayor 
Bill Madeley MBE. The long-serving 
Darlaston councillor and former mayor 
died earlier this month aged 82 after a 
battle with liver cancer. 

His funeral will take place on Tues¬ 
day, at 10.15am at Emmanuel Church 
in Cairn Road, Bentley in Walsall. 

Mr Madeley was first elected as a 
Labour councillor in May 13, 1971 to 
represent the Bentley ward, which later 
became Bentley and Darlaston North. 

He went on to become mayor in 1988, 
deputy leader of the council in 1997 and 
then took on the role of leader of the 
council from January to May 1999 

He was awarded his MBE in 2006 and 
was admitted as Honorary Freemen of 
the Borough back in 2010. 

MEPs quizzed on 
research funding

travelled to Brussels to quiz West Mid¬ 
lands MEPs on research funding. Thir¬ 
teen staff spent three days in the Bel¬ 
gium capital. MEPs Daniel Dalton and 
Anthea McIntyre were also quizzed on 
the forthcoming EU referendum. 
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Guards get 
training on 
dementia 
sufferers 

SECURITY guards at a Walsall hos¬ 
pital have completed a training pro¬ 
gramme designed to help increase 
their understanding of how to deal 
with patients with dementia. 

Guards at the Manor Hospital 
are often called out to support other 
members of staff in dealing with pa¬ 
tients who display aggressive behav¬ 
iour due to their conditions, including 
dementia. 

This prompted bosses at the hos¬ 
pital to decide that training security 
staff in how to communicate better 
with patients suffering from dementia 
would be beneficial. The team learnt 
about the ‘dementia mind’ and per¬ 
ception, in order to help break down 
communication barriers with patients 
during a one-day training session. 

Neil Dickinson, Security Supervisor 
said: “The training was well-received 
by all the team, who were more than 
happy to get involved. Since then, we 
have all noticed a positive change in 
our way of working, particularly with 
older patients. We work closely with 
the Older People’s Mental Health Li¬ 
aison Team, are able to pick up on un¬ 
usual behaviour which may be a cause 
for concern and inform them so that 
help can be arranged.” 

The training has also made the 
guards more aware of their surround¬ 
ings, emotions and the need for em¬ 
pathy towards a patient who has 
dementia and who may be confused. 

They are now able to put them¬ 
selves in the mind-set of the person 
they are dealing with to help treat 
them appropriately. 

300 sign petition 
over chapel plan 

AROUND 300 people have opposed 
plans to turn a former chapel into 
new homes over concerns future ten¬ 
ants may increase crime in the area. 
A proposal was submitted to Walsall 
Council in November to convert the 
building at New Road in Willenhall. 

But the fact a warden will also be 
staying on the site has prompted fears 
about what type of residents the prop¬ 
erties will accommodate. 

Councillor Diane Coughlan, who 
represents the ward, handed a 
300-signature petition into the coun¬ 
cil earlier this week. She said: “It is 
an eyesore at the moment. A lot of 
the residents who live nearby are con¬ 
cerned about it.” The council has pro¬ 
visionally aimed to reach a decision on 
the latest proposal by February. 

Police base one 
of first to close 

THE police base in Hamstead Road, 
Great Barr will be among the first in 
the Black Country to close on Jan¬ 
uary 31 as part of £8.6 million cuts. 
West Midlands Police is shutting 28 
stations in total. 


Different strokes of art at gallery

A PAIR of renowned artists are 
gracing Walsall’s New Art Gal¬ 
lery with their works from the 
end of this month. 

Belgian painter and poet Jan 
Vanriet will be staging an ex¬ 
hibition called I The Music Boy 
from January 29 to May 8 and 
during the same period, Hartle¬ 
pool artist Laura Lancaster will 
be displaying her works. 

Vanriet’s exhibition of 30 oil 
paintings on canvas is the artist’s 
first in the United Kingdom. 

A 104-page hardback, illus¬ 
trated catalogue featuring essays 
by Andrew Graham-Dixon and 
Martin Herbert, as well as a fore¬ 
word by Charlotte Mullins will be 


available. The exhibition is titled 
after a quadriptych of paintings 
depicting the artist’s grand¬ 
mother and his uncle playing 
an accordion. Born in Antwerp 
in 1948, Jan lives and works in 
the city with his wife, the author 
Simone Lenaerts. He is a pivotal 
figure in the world of contempo¬ 
rary narrative painting. 

In contrast, Laura Lancaster 
is a painter who draws inspi¬ 
ration from forgotten and dis¬ 
carded photographs and home 
movies, found in flea markets, 
charity shops and through ebay. 
Once precious and significant to 
someone, they are now detached 
from their original contexts and 


instead, they become animated 
through Laura’s luscious, ges¬ 
tural and expressive application 
of paint. 

This exhibition will bring to¬ 
gether a variety of the artist’s 
works including older works 
such as works on paper, as well 
as new large scale diptychs and a 
24 frame piece. 

A recent preoccupation for the 
artist, has been stills sourced 
from found super 8mm film. The 
images paired together in the 
large diptychs are drawn from 
the very first and last frames of 
found home movies. Born in 1979 
and she lives and works in New¬ 
castle-upon-Tyne.

New setback over M6 
roadworks finish date 


A LONG-AWAITED completion date 
for roadworks on the M6 has been 
thrown into doubt after highways 
bosses refused to provide an up¬ 
date on the scheme finishing. 

Work on the motorway between junc¬ 
tions 10a for the M54 and 13 for Stafford 
was supposed to finish at the end of this 
month, but Highways England will not 
comment on if they are still on track, or 
when the work will be completed. 

The scheme, which has imposed a 50mph 
speed limit on the stretch since October 2013, 
was due to be finished at the end of December 
but was pushed back to this month. 

Now Highways England say they will not an¬ 
nounce the completion date until all the tech¬ 
nology is in place. A web page on the scheme 
says will be complete in ‘early 2016’. 

Alistair Harris, a spokesman for Highways 
England, said: “We are working towards open¬ 
ing this section of the motorway. We are mak¬ 
ing sure that all the technology required to 
operate the system is in place. We will be able 
to confirm our date once this work has been 
completed.” 

Problems 

Mr Harris added that the work had not been 
affected by the recent poor weather. He said: 
“We haven’t had any problems because of the 
weather so far.” 

The roadworks run right alongside South 
Staffordshire and have led Councillor Brian 
Edwards, the leader of South Staffordshire 
council, to brand the delays a ‘nuisance’ and 
‘frustrating’. He said: “We have had roadworks 
between junctions nine and 10 for a long time 
already. These latest delays are disappointing, 
especially as they can’t tell us when they will 
finish.” 

The mystery over the finishing date could be 
another headache for thousands of motorists 
who have been slapped with £100 fines since 
the scheme began. 

Figures obtained by the Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation revealed that on average more than 
450 drivers a month were caught breaking the 
temporary speed limit. An estimated 120,000 
vehicles a day travel between junctions 10a and 
13 and the work being carried out is designed 
to alleviate congestion. 


It’s back to school for minister

hailed the success of a revolution¬ 
ary maths programme when he 
visited schools in the Black Coun¬ 
try. Mr Gibb visited St Martin’s C 
Of E Primary School in Wallace 
Road, Bilston, and the Joseph 
Leckie Academy and the Ormis- 
ton Shelfield Community Acade¬ 
my, both in Walsall. 

At St Martin’s the minister 
spent time in classes to see the 
school’s Maths Makes Sense pro¬ 


gramme in action. It was launched 
in 2009 when achievement in the 
subject at the school was low, and 
focuses on teaching maths using 
solid objects. 

Now St Martin’s boasts some of 
the best maths results in the city, 
despite sitting in a deprived area 
with 58 per cent of pupils eligible 
for free school meals. 

Mr Gibb said he was ‘very im¬ 
pressed’ with what he saw, and 
said he was pleased to see pupils 


displaying a ‘deep understanding’ 
of complex maths problems. 

“The maths ability here is very 
advanced from all of the year 
groups I have seen,” said Mr Gibb. 

“It is clear there’s a deep under¬ 
standing of every element.” 

Mr Gibb spent time at Joseph 
Leckie Academy after he was in¬ 
vited by Walsall South MP Valerie 
Vaz. She was keen for the minis¬ 
ter to see the state of disrepair of 
the school’s main teaching block.”

Council owed nearly 
£lm in unpaid tax

CASH-STRAPPED Walsall 
Council is owed nearly £1 
million in unpaid council 
tax, it has been revealed. 

The debt dates back to April 
2015 when the council intro¬ 
duced a controversial flat 25 per 
cent rate of council tax for every 
householder in the borough. 

Residents on low income in the 
borough previously received a full 
council tax discount but this was re¬ 
duced to a maximum of 75 per cent 
by the then-ruling Labour group 
- meaning a bill of around £20 a 
month. 

Three months later it was re¬ 
vealed that already 6,600 of 19,465 
low income households were in ar¬ 
rears and some £343,000 was owed 
to the council. 

Now, six months later, the figure 
has spiralled to £820,000 and will be 
more than £lm at its current rate by 
the end of the financial year. 

Councillor Pete Smith, who repre¬ 
sents the Blakenall ward, obtained 
the figures after he posed the ques¬ 
tion to council leader Councillor 
Mike Bird at a council meeting. 

Predictable 

He said: “It was obvious from the 
start that many of these people, al¬ 
ready hit by other cuts and extra 
charges like bedroom tax, would not 
be able to afford these new charges. 
The news that £820,000 is now owed 
was predictable. By the time the fi¬ 
nancial year ends, the debt will be 
over £lmillion. 

“What we’re doing is putting 
more people in arrears which will 
mean more letters going out and 
more bureaucracy. The only crumb 
of comfort is that having sought an 
assurance from the Leader of the 
Council, he said he has no intention 
of raising the contribution from 
these 19,000 low income households 
over 25 per cent.” 

But Councillor Mohammed Arif, 
Walsall Council’s portfolio holder 
for shared services and procure¬ 
ment, said that the arrears make up 
less than one per cent of the total 
collected each year.

Worker is 
suspended 
as failings 
are upheld 

A SOCIAL worker who failed to en¬ 
sure the safety of a vulnerable child 
has been suspended for nine months 
for misconduct. 

Walsall Council employee Barbara 
McEvoy was found culpable of nu¬ 
merous failings by the Health Care 
& Professions Council (HCPC). She 
served as a team manager within the 
council’s Children’s Initial Response 
Services. 

But she was dismissed after a disci¬ 
plinary investigation into allegations 
she had failed to ensure the safety of 
a vulnerable child. It was launched 
after another council expressed con¬ 
cerns the authority had not responded 
appropriately to a request for child 
protection information in a case. 

She successfully appealed her sack¬ 
ing, but a panel from the HCPC Con¬ 
duct and Competence Committee, 
which revisited the case, decided to 
suspend her from the HCPC register 
for nine months on grounds of mis¬ 
conduct. 

In giving his decision, the chair 
of the panel Brian Wroe, said: “The 
panel considers that Miss McEvoy’s 
misconduct is serious and her failings 
were significant. 

“A vulnerable service user suffered 
real and significant harm, which 
could be said to be contributed by 
Miss McEvoy’s failure to act to secure 
timely interventions in her case.” 

Rebekah Tailor, a spokesman for 
HCPC, added: “The panel concluded 
that a suspension order was appropri¬ 
ate.” Miss McEvoy was not present or 
represented at the HCPC’s hearing. 

Motivation from 
blind speaker 

STUDENTS in a Darlaston academy 
school have been challenged to over¬ 
come their obstacles by blind motiva¬ 
tional speaker and author John Flan- 
ner MBE. 

More than 110 Year 11 students at 
Grace Academy Darlaston listened to 
Mr Flanner as part of an Excellence 
Training Day. He explained the fears 
and mishaps he experienced on the 
road to success after becoming blind 
at 19, including falling down a man¬ 
hole and missing the platform while 
getting off a train. 

Mr Flanner worked in a typing pool 
for many years before, at 57, becom¬ 
ing a motivational speaker on equality 
and diversity issues. 

Kieran Hale, one of the year 11 stu¬ 
dent who heard Mr Flanner’s talk, 
said: “It was inspirational.”

Electronic 
ads board 
will go up 
near Nl-way 

A 27ft HIGH electronic advertising 
board will be built at the junction of 
the M5 and M6 in the Black Country, 
after councillors gave it the go-ahead. 

The 24ft wide LED screen will be 
placed between West Bromwich and 
Great Barr, reaching up to 60ft off 
the ground. 

The plans for greenbelt land off Ray 
Hall Lane were approved by a major¬ 
ity vote during a Sandwell Council 
meeting despite opposition from res¬ 
idents and some councillors. 

There had been 11 objections for it, 
including reasons such as being out of 
character with the area, potentially 
distracting drivers, poor design and 
the impact they could have on wild¬ 
life. 

Councillor Paul Moore, speaking 
during the meeting, said: “This would 
be built on the greenbelt but in an 
area of poor quality land next to the 
motorway.” 

Charlemont councillor Liam Preece, 
who had been strongly opposed the 
plans, said he thought the idea would 
be bad for residents, the environment 
and would seriously affect the safety 
of drivers on the M5 and M6 motor¬ 
ways. He questioned whether the 
council had looked at any alternative 
pieces of land where the advertising 
board could be placed. 

Councillor Moore said the council 
had looked a numerous sites but felt 
the proposed area would be the best 
position. 

He said: “The decision simply de¬ 
pends on whether we should depart 
from planning policy or not.” 


Bus lane cameras 
result in £296k 

BUS lane cameras in Walsall have 
made the council £296,000 in fines 
since April. The cameras have hit mo¬ 
torists in Walsall hard since they were 
brought in to catch out motorists ille¬ 
gally using the lanes. 

It has been revealed that approxi¬ 
mately 77 per cent of bus lane fines 
dished out were actually paid and 
£296,000 has been received from fines 
in this financial year so far. 

Councillor Smith said: “I hope this 
information puts motorists on their 
guard. I think people will be surprised 
just how much money these cameras 
are netting. I also believe that the 
cameras should be no more than tem¬ 
porary deterrents and not left there 
with the primary intention of raising 
extra cash.”

THE landmark three-storey Soho Hill 
Centre in Birmingham is to be sold at 
auction at the Holte Suite at Aston 
Villa’s Villa Park ground on Thurs¬ 
day, February 25 at 11am with a guide 
price of £245,000 to £295,000. 


Poundland boss tells of teacher snub 
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Jim McCarthy in his doctorate robes 


THE boss of Poundland revealed that 
teachers said he would never make 
anything of his life, as he picked up a 
top university honour. 

Jim McCarthy was awarded an 
honorary doctorate by Birmingham 
City University recognising his out¬ 
standing achievements in business, 
during a ceremony held at the city’s 
Symphony Hall last Monday. 

Mr McCarthy’s career spans 40 
years, including 10 as chief executive 
of operations for Willenhall-based 
Poundland, but said his headteacher 
had low expectations for him after 


leaving school before finishing his 
A-levels. “I decided to leave St Phil¬ 
lip’s, Birmingham, at the age of 17, 
part way through my A-levels with 
the words of the headmaster ringing 
in my ears. ‘McCarthy, you will never 
make anything of your life.’” 

Mr McCarthy grew up in Birming¬ 
ham and has also worked for busi¬ 
nesses including Next, where he was 
managing director of neighbourhood 
retailing and the Birmingham Post 
and Mail, where he served as man¬ 
aging director of their retail estate. 
He took the role of chief executive at 


Poundland in 2006 and recently over¬ 
saw its acquisition of 250 99p Stores. 

Speaking on receiving his doctorate, 
Mr McCarthy said: “I thank all those 
who selected me for this honour. To 
say I’m flattered and delighted would 
be a significant understatement, I am 
very grateful and immensely proud. 

“Of course it is a regret that re¬ 
mains with me to this day, that I did 
not go to university. 

“It seems to me that it is now more 
important than ever, to maximise 
your potential with the significant 
benefit of a university education.” 


Car salesman allowed 
to sell from greenbelt 


A CAR salesman will be allowed to 
continue trading on greenbelt land - 
despite never getting planning per¬ 
mission to use the plot in the first 
place. 

Councillors in Walsall gave the go-ahead 
despite being recommended to throw the 
application out. 

Steven Morris had already been selling cars 
from his plot on Sunnyside Farm in Walsall 
Wood for five years, and asked permission to 
continue for another five. 

But not only is the land greenbelt, Mr Morris 
did not have planning permission in the first 
place - though he insisted that he did not know 
there was no permission in place when he ac¬ 
quired the plot. 

These circumstances led planning officers to 
recommend to Walsall Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee that the application be rejected. 

However councillors went against this and 
approved it. Councillors pointed out that the 
Taylor family owned land on Sunnyside Farm, 
despite all being marked as greenbelt, which 
has effectively become an industrial estate and 
that Mr Morris’s application would not make 
a difference. 

Defence 

Businesses at the farm include a body shop, 
kitchenware shop and a mechanic’s. 

Council leader Mike Bird, who is also the 
vice-chairman of the planning committee, led 
the defence of Mr Morris. 

He said: “This site has been a pain in the 
backside for 30 years. 

“If you look at that site and say it’s greenbelt 
then I don’t agree with you. The request is rea¬ 
sonable and if Mr Morris wants this site for five 
more years than it’s a yes from me.” 

Officers pointed out that there has to be 
special circumstances for greenbelt land to be 
built on, such as the need for a care home or a 
school, and this application did not have that 
and that’s why they had recommended it be 
rejected. 

But councillor Bird added: “The special cir¬ 
cumstances is that this application won’t make 
a blind bit of difference.” 

Also in support of the application was Coun¬ 
cillor Brian Douglas-Maul. 

He said: “We might as well face it that this 
land is not green belt anymore, it’s an in¬ 
dustrial estate. I can see no reason why we 
shouldn’t support the application.”

QUENTIN Tarantino’s new movie, 
The Hateful Eight, seems to be the film 
of choice for those in the know at the 
moment. The western, set in the after- 
math of the American Civil war, lasts a 
bum-numbing three hours seven min¬ 
utes. 

It follows hot on the heels of Spec¬ 
tre, the longest Bond movie ever, at two 
hours 40 minutes. And of course, a few 
years ago there was War Horse, another 
acclaimed movie that was also the best 
part of three hours. 

Whatever happened to the 90-minute 
film? It wouldn’t be so bad, but you now 
have to sit through half an hour of trail¬ 
ers, non-smoking warnings, and threats 
of what will happen if you film the movie 
on your phone before you even begin. As 
if you could film a three-hour film on your 
mobile. 

Besides, too many films these days 
seem to be filled with padding just to 
make them last longer. 

Take Captain Phillips, for example, the 
film about the captain of a ship hi-jacked 
by pirates.

Starman memories

David Bowie influenced more 
than one generation via his 
music, fashion, art and ideas 
PETER MADELEY reports 


IF it hadn’t been for David Bowie, 
most of the rock stars, broadcast¬ 
ers and writers who made it out 
of the West Midlands would never 
have got started. 

There would have been no Birming¬ 
ham-based Duran Duran and no Black 
Country combo Pop Will Eat Itself. 

Alternative music and new wave would 
have had as much chance of making it into the 
mainstream as avant garde jazz. The star who 
implored ‘Let’s Dance’ was the starting point 
for three generations of artists. 

His untimely death at the age of 69 robs us 
of one of music’s greatest icons, a true innova¬ 
tor who ranks alongside The Beatles and Elvis 
ass being one of the most influential artists of 
all time. 

Influence 

Pop Will Eat Itself founder Clint Mansell, 
for instance, is presently one of Hollywood’s 
most influential soundtrack writers. 

But without Bowie, he’d never have started. 
He counts Bowie as the main influence on his 
musical career. 

Clint, from Stourbridge, believes there have 
been 12 key moments in his life. 

The first was his birth in 1963. The next 
significant episode was in 1972 when he saw 
David Bowie perform ‘Starman’ on Top of the 
Pops. The experience changed his life. 

Clint’s third key moment came that year 
when he bought his first album ‘The Rise & 
Fall of Ziggy Stardust’. After that, he was only 
ever going to be a rock’n’roll star. 

Jonn Penney, whose band Ned’s Atomic 
Dustbin, followed Pop Will Eat Itself and The 
Wonder Stuff into the charts and onto the 
stages of the nation’s biggest festivals, has a 
similar debt of gratitude to Bowie. 

Jonn, from Wolverhampton, said: “To be 


Ziggy played guitar 

honest, I kinda feel unqualified to comment 
on Bowie,” he said. “He’s so iconic. He’s such 
a genius. What can I say about him? I guess 
the thing about Bowie is what he stood for; 
whether that was intended or not. He was ut¬ 
terly unique. 

“He made it okay for people to plough their 
own furrow, rather than follow the herd. He 
sort of ratified that, he justified it too. But 
beyond that, he showed everyone that the 
best music they can make is the most honest 
music.” 

Slade drummer Don Powell, who grew up in 
Bilston, said he was fortunate enough to meet 


The Thin White Duke at a gig at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s Civic Hall in the early 1970s. 

“I managed to get backstage and explained 
to him that the first record I ever bought was 
Space Oddity (Bowie’s album from 1969). 

“I was shocked because for someone so fa¬ 
mous he was very unassuming and quiet, al¬ 
most to the point of being shy. It is all very 
sad. We’ve only just lost Lemmy and now 
Bowie. Two of the greats gone in the blink of 
an eye.” 

West Midlands music producer Pete Wa¬ 
terman said: “Bowie was as important to pop 
music as The Beatles. He was extraordinarily 


talented. The Let’s Dance album to me is one 
of the greatest pop albums of all time, every bit 
as good as Sgt Pepper.” 

Mr Waterman, a veteran of 26 Bowie live 
concerts, added; “He was a showman who was 
able to wrap a simple pop song up into some¬ 
thing completely different. 

“He was just amazing. I only met him twice 
and found him incredibly quiet.” 

Wolverhampton author Caitlin Moran broke 
down in tears during a Bowie track on BBC 
Radio Two’s Jeremy Vine show. 

She said: “This is such a sad day. It feels like 
someone’s taken the core out of the Earth.” 

“As a child of my generation he seemed to 
be everywhere.” 

Bowie played numerous iconic gigs around 
the Black Country, Birmingham and Staf¬ 
fordshire, including three nights at Stafford’s 
Bingley Hall in June 1978. 

Some recall him appearing at venues in Bir¬ 
mingham and Wolverhampton in the 1960s 
before he found fame, and support slots for 
Marc Bolan’s band T Rex and Humble Pie, the 
group fronted by former Small Faces singer 
Steve Marriott. 

He graced the stage at Wolverhampton’s 
Civic Hall, firstly in 1973 on the Ziggy Star¬ 
dust tour and later with his hard rock band 
Tin Machine in 1991. 

He also performed at Birmingham Town 
Hall in 1970s and at the NEC during the 1980s 
and 90s. 

Reality 

In 1997 he was a surprise addition to the bill 
at the Phoenix Festival held at Long Marston 
Airfield near Stratford-upon-Avon and played 
a low-key gig at Birmingham city centre’s Que 
Club. 

He appeared finally in the Midlands 
as part of his A Reality Tour in 2003. 
That tour was cut short when Bowie had 
a heart attack, which began his with¬ 
drawal from concert performances. 
The singer’s death was announced last Mon¬ 
day, just two days after the release of his 25th 
album Blackstar, when it was revealed that he 
had been battling cancer for 18 months.

Horror parachute fail 
at village fair recalled 





RAF Sgt Kenneth Cornwell plummets to the ground, narrowly missing the 
group of volunteers with a safety net set up to catch him. The sheered res¬ 
cue helicopter harness cable can be seen falling with him 


IT was the horrifying mo¬ 
ment a parachutist plunged 
60ft to the ground after be¬ 
ing caught on a pylon while 
a rescue helicopter crashed 
moments later 

Now a Walsall man, who was 
among a crowd desperately trying 
to catch RAF Sgt Kenneth Corn- 
well using tarpaulin, has recalled 
the dramatic scenes after seeing 
this picture on the internet more 
than 40 years later. 

Peter Nesbit was a fresh-faced 
19-year-old when he attended the 
Aldridge Summer Fair on a ‘hot and 
sunny’ Saturday on July 7, 1973. 

He described the staple attractions 
at the venue off Erdington Road as 
‘par for the course’ but it wasn’t long 
before people turned their attention to 
the ‘real attraction’ which was a dis¬ 
play from a parachute team. 

Suspended 

But the summer frivolities soon 
turned to near tragedy after one par¬ 
achutist got caught on the way down. 

Mr Nesbit said: “This particular 
team member came down directly 
between the two lines of high-power 
live cables carried on either side of the 
pylons, and his parachute caught on 
the single topmost cable, leaving him 
suspended helplessly in an incredibly 
perilous position surrounded by power 
line. This caused quite a stir amongst 
the onlookers when we all realised this 
certainly wasn’t part of the show .” 

Fire crews quickly arrived and along 
with about 20 volunteers assembled a 
safety net out of tarpaulin in an at¬ 
tempt to catch the stranded stuntman. 

An Army helicopter belonging to 
the 15/16th Queens Royal Lancers ar¬ 


rived, prompting initial relief among 
spectators, and dropped a harness for 
Sgt Cornwall to latch himself onto but 
then disaster struck. “It all went horri¬ 
bly wrong,” said Mr Nesbit. “Without 
warning, the parachutist was pulled 
back up some distance and then he 
suddenly fell, along with the loose res¬ 
cue cable, we think from about 40 feet. 

“He landed face down flat on the 
ground with a loud thud that shook 
the ground beneath our feet, missing 
us and the tarpaulin by about 10 feet. 
Within a second or two the helicopter 
came down too, crashing just a few 
yards from us on the other side of a 
hedge.” 

The stricken aircraft burst into 
flames causing onlookers to fear the 
worst. But miraculously amidst the 
smoke the two pilots emerged from the

wreckage. It wasn’t until some months 
later Mr Nesbit, now 61 and from 
Streetly, discovered that Sgt Cornwell 
had survived. In 1997 he was tracked 
down to Australia where he revealed 
the accident left him with a ‘crooked 
back and no elbows’. 

It is believed the helicopter was 
blown out of position by the wind 
flinging the dangling stuntman away 
from the safety net after the rescue 
line rapped around the tail rotor blade 
disabling the aircraft and bringing it 
down. Mr Nesbit noticed the picture, 
taken originally by former Express & 
Star photographer Geoff Wright, on 
Facebook recently. 

He added: “Someone flagged it up 
and I had never seen that picture be¬ 
fore. I thought flipping heck! I was in 
that.”

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Deputy mayor backs doctors’ cause 



Junior doctors waved placards outside Walsall Manor, joined by deputy mayor Councillor Kath Phillips, left 


JUNIOR doctors took to the picket 
line outside Walsall Manor Hospital 
to protest against new contracts being 
introduced by the Government. 

Doctors at the hospital on Moat 
Road showed their unity by forming a 
picket line after walking out of work, 
with bosses admitting that disruption 
to patient services as a result of their 
actions was ‘unavoidable’. 

The protests were part of a national 
day of strike action which saw over 
4,000 routine treatments, including 
knee and hip replacements, postponed. 

Many appointments and tests were 
cancelled for patients and elective 


surgery for non-medical emergencies 
were changed. 

Junior doctors at the Manor hospital 
were joined by deputy mayor for the 
borough, Kath Phillips, who said: “I 
wanted to show my support for junior 
doctors, who I think are being treated 
incredibly unfairly. 

“It is bad enough when a young per¬ 
son goes to university to better them 
self and ends up with a mountain of 
debt, but what is happening to these 
younger doctors is much worse. They 
are involved in some of the toughest 
study programmes possible and on top 
of that, they are carrying out one of 


the most difficult jobs imaginable.” 
Currently, there are more than 55,000 
junior doctors in England, represent¬ 
ing a third of the medical workforce. 
Out of these, 37,000 of the doctors are 
part of the British Medical Association 
(BMA) that called the strike. 

The strike was the first of three 
walkouts planned over the next few 
weeks. Amir Khan, Walsall Healthcare 
NHS Trust Medical Director, for the 
Manor said “The safety of patients will 
remain a priority and we are doing all 
we can to ensure minimal disruption, 
there may be some delays or cancella¬ 
tions and this is unavoidable.”

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10-minute 
stays to be 
scrapped 
for parking 


TICKETS for 10 minutes’ parking in hundreds 
of on-street spaces across Walsall are being 
scrapped - with the minimum time limit be¬ 
ing increased to 30 minutes. 

Council bosses say they want to encourage shop¬ 
pers to stay in the town centre for longer. Visitors 
currently have to pay for 10 minute slots at 20p 


each. 

But Walsall Council 
wants to replace this with 
the choice of purchasing 
parking for up to 30 min¬ 
utes, up to one hour and up 
to two hours. 

There are 300 on-street 
parking spaces in Walsall. 
Under the plans, there will 
be no increase in the charge 
per unit of time but the min¬ 
imum time period that can 
be purchased will increase 
from 10 to 30 minutes. 

Councillor Adrian An¬ 
drew, Walsall Council dep¬ 
uty leader, said he hopes the 
move encourages shoppers 
to ‘stay in Walsall that little 
bit longer’. 

He said: “If we can get 
people to spend that little 
bit longer in the town, the 
combined effect of this will 
be beneficial for everyone.

“We want people to see 
what we have on offer and 
use it, so if they pay for 
half an hour of parking, we 
would hope that they stay 
for half an hour and see the 
market, the redeveloped Old 
Square and the Saddlers 
centre.” 

While council bosses want 
to encourage people to use 
their on-street car parking 
facilities more, it was re¬ 
vealed last year that under 
the latest budget plans, 
a total of £15,000 will be 
taken from the car park 
maintenance budget despite 
concerns it could present a 
negative image of the town. 

Currently, the council, 
which is facing £2 5m of sav¬ 
ings, operates 59 car parks 
across the borough.

Shock for man after he 
wakes up to flat on fire 


A DISABLED man woke to 
find his home ablaze after a 
lighted cigarette fell on to the 
carpet as he slept. 

Neil Cartwright was knocked 
off his feet by the force of the 
blast when he went to investigate 
fumes seeping under his bedroom 
door after being woken by the 
smoke detector. 

The 48-year-old managed to press 
the community alarm fob around his 
neck for help. The operator alerted the 
emergency services on his behalf. 

The blaze gutted the bedroom of his 
flat in King Street, Walsall Wood, on 
Saturday night. 

Fire crews found him dazed on his 
hands and knees near the front door 
suffering from the effects of smoke 
inhalation. He was given oxygen ther¬ 
apy at the scene before being taken to 
Walsall Manor Hospital for further 
treatment. Today he said: “I hold my 
hands up, it was my own fault, I’d been 
smoking. I just can’t believe the dam¬ 
age it’s caused.” 

Clothes 

Mr Cartwright had earlier been 
watching The Voice on the televi¬ 
sion whilst talking to his 74-year-old 
mother, his registered carer, on the 
phone. After finishing the conversa¬ 
tion he got up and went to the bed¬ 
room to pick out some clothes for the 
wash. As he did so, he placed his burn¬ 
ing cigarette on the window sill. 

Mr Cartwright then went to the 
kitchen to load up the washing ma¬ 
chine before returning to the living 
room where he promptly fell asleep in 
an armchair. 

When the fire alarm woke him, he 
looked around and saw smoke coming 
from under his bedroom door and,

without thinking, opened it to take a 
look. He said the next second there 
was an explosion which took out the 
windows and blew him backwards off 
his feet. “I just wanted to see what was 
happening. I was coughing and I could 
smell smoke. The next thing I was on 
was on the floor. 

“Fortunately I was wearing my 
community alarm fob and was able to 
press it for help. The manager there 
dialled 999 and contacted my mother. 

“They also told me to get on my 
hands and knees to avoid breathing in 
the fumes. I don’t think I’d be here if it 


wasn’t for that. The firefighters were 
able to get access to my flat and got 
me out.” Mr Cartwright, who suffers 
from epilepsy and heart disease, and 
walks with a stick as a result of a road 
accident, was released from hospital 
on Monday. 

He believes chemicals in a spray 
used to treat the carpets earlier in the 
day, may have accelerated the blaze. 

A spokesman for West Midlands 
Fire Service said the blaze in the first- 
floor apartment severely damaged the 
bedroom and caused smoke logging to 
the rest of the property.

Enraged 
husband 
jailed for 
assault 


AN ENRAGED husband who caught his wife 
in her bedroom with another man has been 
jailed for 10 months after admitting wound¬ 
ing what he thought was his rival with a knife. 

Wayne Roberts, aged 29, was originally accused of 
attempting to murder deputy headteacher Kenneil 
Douglas in Walsall on July 24 last year. 


But in a dramatic twist on 
the second day of his trial 
at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court father-of-two Rob¬ 
erts pleaded guilty instead 
to a lesser single charge of 
wounding. 

Sentencing him, Judge 
Amjad Nawaz said Roberts 
had already served most 
of his custodial sentence 
while in remand and that he 
would remain on licence for 
the remainder. Earlier the 
court heard how Roberts, of 
Juniper Drive, Walsall, ar¬ 
rived at his wife’s new home 
in the town early morning to 
find the door chain-locked 
from the inside. 

Judge Nawaz said: “You 
were not expecting your 
wife to be there and forced 
the door open. You picked 
up a kitchen knife on the 
basis that someone was un¬ 
lawfully in her home and 
you might be in danger.” 

The court was told how 
Jamaican national Roberts 
made his way to the bed¬ 
room and launched an as¬ 
sault on Mr Douglas which 
saw him snap the knife’s 
blade. 

Mr Paul Spratt, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Mr Douglas had

agreed to visit Roberts’ wife 
Miss Charmaine Hendricks 
at her new home to help her 
settle in. He told the jury: 
“Mr Douglas managed to 
fight off the defendant then 
escape but was seriously in¬ 
jured. 

“The defendant no doubt 
believed Mr Douglas was 
engaged in some kind of li¬ 
aison with his wife“He was 
enraged at the time of the 
attack. 

“It was a significant at¬ 
tack with force, a sustained 
attack to a vulnerable part 
of the body.” 

In mitigation Roberts’ 
lawyer Simon Williams said 
his client had no previous 
convictions having entered 
the UK from Jamaica in 
February 2014. 

He said: “He married Miss 
Hendricks and so gained 
leave to remain in the UK 
until December 2017 after 
which he must reapply. 

“This is a young man 
brought up in a third world 
country who has tried his 
best to get on and was never 
in any trouble with the law.”

Could new Argos shop 
be at risk in takeover?

WALSALL’S new Argos shop 
could shut as Sainsbury’s 
considers closing the outlet 
and relocating it inside one of 
the borough’s supermarkets. 

The other 15 Argos sites in the 
Black Country and Staffordshire 
are also under threat. 

Sainsbury’s has announced it is 
considering targeting Argos branches 
as part of a £1 billion-plus takeover of 
the Home Retail Group. 

In a presentation outlining its plans, 
Sainsbury’s said it would look to shut 
a number of the 734 units in the Argos 
chain and bring them into its super¬ 
markets as concessions. 

Sources close to Sainsbury’s believe 
between 150 and 200 Argos shops 
could be impacted and that places all 
16 in the Black Country and Stafford¬ 
shire under threat, including Walsall’s 
new unit at Crown Wharf Shopping 
Park, which has been open for less 
than a year. 

Walsall Council leader Mike Bird 
said: “I would like to think we would 
escape such a move because it’s a 
brand new purpose-built shop which 
has been open only a few months. 

Worrying 

“It’s always worrying times when 
one firm takes over another as there 
are always repercussions, but let’s 
hope its not our shop in Walsall.” 

On top of the one in Walsall, Argos 
has three units in Wolverhampton in 
the city centre, Bilston and Bentley 
Bridge Retail Park, two in Cannock 
at Orbital Retail Park and Cannock 
shopping centre, one in Kings Square 
in West Bromwich, one at Bearwood 
shopping centre in Smethwick, one at 
Oldbury Retail Park in Oldbury, two 
in Dudley on the High Street and at 
the Merry Hill centre, one in Hale¬ 


sowen at the Cornbow centre, one in 
Rugeley at Pointland Park, two in 
Stafford at the Hough Retail Park and 
on Mount Street, and finally one in Li¬ 
chfield’s Three Spires shopping centre. 

No indication has so far been given 
on what might happen to Argos’ huge 
distribution centre in Stafford. Speak¬ 
ing on the proposed closures, Sains¬ 
bury’s chief executive Mike Coupe said 
that overall it could expand the Argos 


chain by rolling out concessions in su¬ 
permarkets nationwide. 

He added that he believes around 
half of Argos’ shops in the country had 
leases with less than five years to run, 
which offered the opportunity to shut 
a number of them and move them into 
Sainsbury’s. 

There are already 10 Argos conces¬ 
sions in the supermarket in the UK as 
part of a trial.

In tribute to her Burnt- 
wood Pheonix FC played in 
a tournament named after 
Natasha last February to 
mark one year since she 
died. They had previously 
launched balloons and held 
a minute’s silence to com¬ 
memorate their former 
team-mate. 

The club has also retired 
her number 2 shirt as a fur¬ 
ther tribute to her. 

Road markings have since 
been put in place at the 
scene of the crash after it 
emerged there were no ‘give 
way ‘ signs when the colli¬ 
sion occurred. 


The youngster played for 
Wyrley Pumas and Burnt- 
wood Phoenix. 

Her mum Shelley Whale 
attended the ceremony and 
thanked Ryders Hayes for 
naming the facility after her 
daughter. She said: “This is 
an amazing tribute to Nata¬ 
sha - a very special girl, who 
was beautiful on the inside 
and outside.” 

The school secured fund¬ 
ing from Sport England to 
build the new facility. PE 
teacher Jack Phillips said: 
“Natasha was a keen foot¬ 
baller at the school with 
huge amounts of sporting 
talent. 

“Ryders Hayes hope that 
naming the pitch after Na¬ 
tasha will inspire current 
pupils to pursue their sport¬ 
ing goals.” 

He added: “Due to the 
school’s limited space for 
PE and the high number of 
children at the school, Sport 
England awarded the school 
a grant to built a new sports 
pitch on their school held 
last summer.

With nearly 190 years between them the 
happy couple have made headlines around 
the world. 

Albion fan Bill wore a Baggies tie for the 
service, while Flo - who was given away by 
her grandson Mark - donned a dress hand¬ 
picked for her from John Lewis. 

The ‘wonderful’ occasion was led by the 
pair’s family friend Rev Paul Hinton. 

Speaking afterwards Flo, who ran the 
Malt Shovel pub in Dudley for nearly 40 
years, said: “It’s nice, it’s really quite some¬ 
thing.

“At one of the dances I said to Joan ‘can 
I have your husband when you’ve finished 
with him?’ and she said ‘you can have him 
now if you want!’ But I never thought it 
would actually happen. I was gobsmacked 
when he asked me to marry him.” 

The emotional occasion got to Bill who 
shed tears as he escorted his new wife down 
the aisle. Family and friends travelled from 
across the country for the heartwarming 
service. 

Bill, who still swims weekly with his 
daughter, Anne, popped the question to Flo 
last year ‘out of the blue’. 

His son Peter said: “It has ah gone really 
well, the whole day has been amazing and a 
really lovely reunion for the families. 

“They’ve been living as man and wife for 
10 years or so now, but one day dad just 
looked at me and said ‘I’d like to ask Flo to 
marry me’. 

“I told him he had better ask her as she 
was sat next to him. I’m absolutely over the 
moon for them.” 

Addressing the packed church, Rev Hin¬ 
ton said: “It is not every day that a vicar 
anywhere has the privilege of marrying two 
people whose combined ages would make a 
very good cricket score.

That raised £2,400 for the Air Am¬ 
bulance and their recent Christmas 
party raised a further £1,400. Addi¬ 
tional fundraising over the past 10 
years brings the total raised to al¬ 
most £7,000. 

Bryan Holder, friend and col¬ 
league of Geoff said “Geoff always 
had a smile on his face, and was for¬ 
ever making everyone laugh. He was 
a true gentleman, great to be around 
and is greatly missed by us all.” 

Mr Lutner always wore his hel¬ 
met, luminous clothing and night 
lights. 

Adam Williams, regional fundrais¬ 
ing manager said ““With no Govern¬ 
ment or National Lottery funding, 
each mission is funded by generous 
donations from people like Bry and 
his colleagues at Moog.”

Staying in EU vital 
for jobs, says MP 

REMAINING in the EU is vital for jobs and investment 
across the country, says a Wolverhampton MR 
Emma Reynolds, Labour MP for Wolverhampton

membership with the Foreign Secretary in Parliament.

“Remaining in the European Union is vital for jobs 
and investment in Wolverhampton and across the coun¬ 
try. International companies like Jaguar Land Rover and 
UTC have invested in Wolverhampton in part because of 
our access to the European single market. Leaving the 
EU would put jobs and investment at risk,” she added. 


Removal bid 
on fitness 
equipment 
is rejected 


A PETITION to remove fitness equipment 
and benches from a Wolverhampton green 
space due to anti-social behaviour fears has 
been rejected by councillors. 

Residents of Lincoln Green, Bushbury had been 
fighting for the removal of the equipment, claiming 
the site has led to gangs causing trouble and had left 
some people ‘scared to go to bed’. 


But the City of Wolver¬ 
hampton petitions com¬ 
mittee were unanimously 
against it, due to the lack 
of evidence of anti-social 
behaviour in the area, the 
high cost of carrying out the 
removal and relocation and 
the health benefits of the 
fitness equipment.

Bushbury North coun¬ 
cillor Daniel Warren said: 
“This is in my area, and the 
people who put forward the 
petition did suffer a really 
terrible incident. 

“I have spoken to them 
about this petition and 
helped support them at the 
time. 

“At the time they were 
quite happy with the re¬ 
sponse they received, but 
12 months on they decided 
the equipment must be re¬ 
moved. There seems to be a 
split in opinion on Lincoln 
Green. 

“I think that even if the 
equipment wasn’t there, 
what happened to the people 
would still have happened, 
there are a lot of trees and 
it’s very dark at night time. 

“There have been no 
reports of anti-social be¬ 
haviour there in the last 
12 months, so for it to be

removed on that basis, I 
wouldn’t be able to support 
the petition. I would support 
keeping the equipment but 
monitoring any anti-social 
activity. There is a clear 
cause for keeping the equip¬ 
ment and benches there.” 

Councillor Judith Rowley 
added: “The health aspect 
is enough to keep the equip¬ 
ment there. It is important 
these days to have this kind 
of facility available to peo¬ 
ple, especially with rising 
levels of obesity. 

“We should have these 
kinds of facilities availa¬ 
ble indoors and outdoors, I 
would be loathe to support 
anything to remove them.” 

Dave Millington, compli¬ 
ance officer, told the com¬ 
mittee of the research done 
and consultations made 
with residents in the area. 

He said: “The petition 
was received on June 16. 
There were 25 names on 
it, 18 of which were people 
who actually live by Lincoln 
Green. We contacted mul¬ 
ti-agencies including the 
police, and there were no 
reports of anti-social behav¬ 
iour relating to the fitness 
equipment or the benches.”

Fan tells his beloved 
Bilston Town's story 


A DIE-HARD fan of a se¬ 
mi-professional football 
team has told of his ‘labour 
of love’ after releasing a 
book chronicling the 121- 
year history of his club. 

Supporter Jay Hearst has 
spent the last two years com¬ 
piling information from every 
single season from 1894 for his 
book entitled The History of 
Bilston Town Football Club. 

The 37-year-old has been ‘burn¬ 
ing the candle at both ends’ to get 
the book ready for print, and now 
his hard work, with the help of club 
chairman Graham Hodson and 
vice-chairman Denise Frankham, 
has come to fruition. 

It tells the tales of the all-con¬ 
quering 1900-01 squad that won 
six trophies, as well as the side 
that almost a century later held 
a youthful Manchester United 
featuring top goalkeeper Mark 
Bosnich to a draw in a pre-season 
friendly, and a Steelmen star who 
lined up for England. 


MEMORY LANE

Mr Hearst, a sales worker by day 
from the Bilston area, said: “It in¬ 
cludes a small section for every sin¬ 
gle season, with gaps of course for 
World Wars One and Two. Some 
sections naturally are bigger than 
others, mostly based on the infor¬ 
mation I was able to find. 

“It does include the entire league 
record from 1894-2015 and so is 
up to date right up until the start 
of this current football season. 
It also includes the club’s entire 
post war FA Cup, FA Trophy and 
FA Vase records. Looking in some 
detail, using newspaper clippings 
that were supplied by the Express 
& Star, at the two occasions that 
Bilston Town have reached the 
FA Cup proper, in 1968/69 and 
1972/73. 

“It also includes information 
about league achievements, and 
cup achievements. There are also 
some former player biographies 


that were kindly given to me by 
the players at their reunions that 
I attended between May 2013 and 
October 2015.” 

The club, currently known as 
Bilston Town Community FC 
and which plies its trade in the 
West Midlands Regional Premier 
League, won the division in 1961 
and 1973, its two most significant 
honours to date. During the 1961 
triumph, striker Ron McDermott 
plundered a sensational 77 league 
goals. Mr Hearst added: “In April 
of 1896 a Bilston player called S. 
Bond was selected to play for an 
England amateur international 
against a Scotland amateur XI. 
That is one of the highlights. He 
was a Bilston player when selected 
to represent his country.” 

On his experience of writing 
the book, Mr Hearst said: “It was 
mostly a labour of love but hav¬ 
ing a full time job meant burning 
the candle at both ends for many, 
many months. But it was worth it.”

Notorious 

Check them out in concert at Bir¬ 
mingham’s 02 Institute in Digbeth on 
Monday, January 25. 

Notorious for unpleasant on-stage 
antics, it’s a safe bet that Fat White 
Family aren’t looking to become family 
favourites by name checking killer GP 
Doctor Shipman, Italian dictator Mus¬ 
solini and Hitler’s henchman Joseph 
Goebbels with tracks on second album 
Songs For Our Mothers. 

Their sound is so slippery it’s hard 
to pin down, which isn’t a bad thing. 
Safe to say, if you enjoy the loose 
grooves of The Happy Mondays and/or 
the intensity of John Lydon’s PIL, this 


ramshackle bunch are certainly worth 
listening to. 

I suspect that with a little more fo¬ 
cus Songs For Our Mothers could have 
been an exceptional album. There are 
more than a few hints of that amid all 
the frazzled strangeness. 

It begins with the relentless Krau- 
trock rhythm of Whitest Boy On The 
Beach, takes it to another woozy lev¬ 
el on Satisfied, and reaches its zenith 
with Duce — imagine some mad jam 
involving The Yardbirds, the Glitter 
Band and chanting Gregorian monks. 

The delivery of lyrics range from 
whispers to screams with chants in 
between, and are mostly indistinct, 
which is perhaps a good thing given 
the band’s desire to shock. But the 
cumulative effect is wonky, weird and 
overwhelming. 

You can catch Fat White Family live 


when they kick off their latest tour at 
Birmingham’s 02 Institute on February 
20 — don’t say I didn’t warn you. 

Nearly three years on from the debut 
album by Savages, Silence Yourself, 
Adore Life finds the London-based 
black-clad female band perfecting their 
spikey goth/punk sound, which recalls 
the likes of Penetration and Siouxsie 
and the Banshees, with a theme that 
often returns to sexual politics. 

Lead singer Jehnny Beth has a sten¬ 
torian tone but also reveals a more 
vulnerable side on Adore and Slowing 
Down The World. 

But if you want pure punk attitude, 
it doesn’t come much more withering 
than the put-down I Need Something 
New. When In Love is a stand-out track 
with its questing lyric and incendiary 
passion whilst Mechanics makes for a 
dark, apocalyptic closure.

mp says cab's 
closure likely to 
cause 'hardship' 


THE potential closure of Walsall’s 
Citizens Advice Bureau will leave 
residents facing ‘hardship’, an 
MP has warned. 

The service is under threat as part of 
council plans to axe its funding to save 
more than £480,000. 

People across the borough have come 
together to try and save the service, with 
more than 3,000 signatures collected across 
two petitions. 

An online petition, started on change, 
org, has gathered 660 names while a writ¬ 
ten counterpart has over 2,100 signatures. 

Recognised 

MP David Winnick, who represents Wal¬ 
sall North, said substantial cuts to the ser¬ 
vice would put people in the borough at a 
‘sharp disadvantage’. 

He said: “The local Citizens Advice Bu¬ 
reau is recognised as one of the best in the 
country. 

“In 75 years it has helped so many who 
otherwise would not probably not have been 
able to get the same sort of assistance over 
debts, notices to quit, unfair dismissal and 
more. 

“Many in the borough will be at a sharp 


disadvantage if the Council’s grant to Wal¬ 
sall Citizens Advice Bureau is substantially 
reduced. 

“There is no shortage of clients, as the 
CAB officers have made clear. 

“It is precisely in areas like this, where 
low pay is prevalent and where deprivation 
and hardship is hardly unknown, that CABs 
have a pivotal role to play. 

“The Council, with all its pressing finan¬ 
cial problems, should recognise the likely 
hardship that would occur to present and 
potential clients if the service is much re¬ 
duced. 

“In some instances at least, any savings 
would be lost since those involved would go 
to various council offices to seek help.” 

As revealed by the Express and Star last 
week, staff at Walsall’s CAB have been sent 
redundancy letters as Walsall council looks 
to withdraw its funding for the service. 

The CAB employs 38 paid members of 
staff but have insisted not all of these are 
at risk of redundancy, despite refusing to 
say how many had been sent redundancy 
letters. 

One worker at the CAB, who did not want 
to be named, said the mood was ‘down’ after 
the letters were issued and people were now 
starting to look for new jobs.

In the summer of 2015 former 
Auschwitz clerk Oskar Groening 
- then aged 93 - was charged 
as an accessory to the murder 
of more than 300,000 Jews at 
the infamous death camp.

Mew series serves up a 
simple yet tasty treat 


Y ou just can’t keep a good 

woman down, which perhaps 
explains why Mary Berry is 
back on the box this week - not just 
once, but twice. 

She will be judging, alongside 
regular cohort Paul Hollywood, the 
efforts of a variety of famous faces 
who have agreed to take part in the 
new run of The Great Sport Relief 
Bake Off, which begins on 
Wednesday. 

But before then, we can catch her in 
action in this offering, one that takes 
us back to basics. 

Many TV cooks have, over the 
years, attempted to teach the 
nation to do more than just open a tin 
of beans, and they’ve done it with 
varying degrees of success. We 
reckon Mary will turn out to be the 
best of the lot. 

Rather than going through such 
mundane tasks as boiling an egg or 
cooking pasta the right way, she offers 
handy practical tips on how to prepare 
simple but tasty and quick recipes that 
will keep everyone at home happy - 
and even serve you well if you’re 


organising a dinner party for family or 
friends. 

Commissioning editor Tom Edwards 
says: “Mary is one of the ultimate 
icons of cookery programming. It’s a 
delight to serve her latest offering to a 
BBC Two audience. 

‘This series connects with 
something that is essential to Mary - 
delicious food, made foolproof.” 

Sadly, Mary’s TV career hasn’t been 
foolproof of late. Hollywood attempted 
to take the Bake off to, er, Hollywood, 
when he made The American Baking 
Competition in 2013, but it bombed, 
never to rise again. 

Mary followed in his footsteps late in 
2015 with The Great Holiday Baking 
Show, which aped our own offering as 
closely as it could. It should have had 
‘success’ written all over it, but instead 
it received the same kind of reception 
as Hollywood would give a tart with a 
soggy bottom - it lost almost a million 
viewers in a week. 

Despite this setback, Mary is still

STANDING outside The Manor 
House at Whittington I really felt 
I should be wearing twinset and 
pearls, not jeans and a jumper. 

It looks rather grand and posh from 
the outside as well as cosy and invit¬ 
ing. The exterior gives little hint as to 
what is inside. 

I was expecting a quaint, simple sleek 
interior. But what is actually waiting is a 
modern, contemporary, clean finish mix¬ 
ing a touch of traditional style with a more 
quirky and eclectic look. 

The Grade-I listed building dates back to 
1310 when it was built by Sir William de 
Whittington and apparently welcomed roy¬ 
alty during its historic past. It reopened last 
November after a major refurbishment of 
what was once The Whittington Inn. 

Thankfully the bright yellow exterior has

long gone as is the tired and dated interior. 
It’s been lovingly restored, with a £1.5 mil¬ 
lion price tag. 

My boyfriend and I, along with both sets 
of parents, ventured in. The bright, glowing 
flames from an open fire were the first thing 
we saw. The bar area is airy and light. 

Our table was comfy and intimate but 
a little bit too near the kitchen as we kept 
hearing the chef shout ‘service’, but it turns 
out this was also a good thing as we could 
see the food coming out and the pizzas being 
made. All of which looked scrumptious. 

It had only been open a week so we were 
prepared for teething problems. There were 
a few, I’ll get to them later. 

We sat taking in the menu. The online 
version was not the same. My parents were 
ready for a turkey dinner and a risotto dish 


neither of which featured. We quizzed our 
waitress, Stacey, who went to find out what 
was going on. Apparently it’s the wrong 
menu online. Ooops! Hopefully this is now 
resolved. Most was the same though so it 
was no great drama. 

Charm 

Service was slow at times but the staff, 
who were friendly and lovely, were probably 
finding their feet. 

Drinks arrived, orders were taken and we 
sat back to take in the new decor. Rich bur¬ 
gundy and teal added a bright touch to the 
classic olde worlde charm. 

For starters we’d gone for a couple of 
Camembert sharers with great hunks of 
toasted sourdough bread and a sticky onion 
jam on the side. It was gorgeously gooey. 

For the mains I’d gone for a pretty basic 
pizza, less is more. Marinated buffalo moz¬ 


zarella, mozzarella, sun-dried tomatoes and 
basil on the best base I’ve ever tasted. 

Mum had gone for the butternut squash 
tart. She loved the flavours but the potato 
salad was a little dry with no dressing. Dad 
had the Josper roasted half chicken, in beer, 
thyme and malt butter and enjoyed it. 

The fish and chips were also a success as 
the boyfriend’s mum tucked in. For the boy¬ 
friend and his father burgers arrived, great 
stacks of chargrilled, perfectly pink in the 
middle. But. . . the burgers were cold. They 
were swiftly and politely replaced with 
plenty of apologies. 

Some of us saved room for dessert. I was 
defeated but two portions of the dark choc¬ 
olate and raspberry brownie were ordered. 

Full, sated and happy, we all agreed we 
would return soon. While the food does 
need a teeny tiny bit of improving, the four 
stars go to the staff.

Suzuki’s 
Celerio an 
honest car

You may have noticed that new car prices are 
on a rapid upward spiral, so that even some 
of the ‘value’ brands now cost the sort of 
money which would have bought you a pre¬ 
mium saloon a few years ago. 

But to be fair, even the most cynical among us can’t 
put automotive inflation down to simple profiteering. 
There is, for example, mounting pressure on car mak¬ 
ers to make massive investments in research and de¬ 
velopment in the fields of safety, fuel economy and 
reducing exhaust emissions. 

Jaguar Land Rover’s £1 billion investment in a new plant 
to produce the super efficient Ingenium diesel engine on the 
outskirts of Wolverhamton is one example. Then, of course, 
there are the new hybrid and fuel cell technologies. 

Buyers are also demanding more: some cars now have 
so many electronic gadgets we older folk need a further ed¬ 
ucation course to use them properly. But where does that 
leave those of us who can’t afford a new car, with the bene¬ 
fits of a fuel efficient engine and a peace of mind warranty? 

Well, there’s the Suzuki Celerio. witth one of the largest 
cabins in the ‘city car’ class, over 60mpg, zero road tax and 
one of the cheapest new cars you can buy with prices from 
£7,414. That’s the price for the entry level ‘SZ2’ test car: 
a practical hatchback with few frills but all the essentials. 
There are better equipped Celerios further up the range, and 
even a more economical engine, but this base model is hard 
to beat if you want true value for money motoring. 

It still comes, for example, with a full safety package in¬ 
cluding anti-lock brakes with electronic brake force distri¬ 
bution, emergency brake assist, electronic stability control 
and six airbags. 

There’s also a decent DAB radio and CD player, tinted 
glass electric front windows and an effective heater - but no 
air conditioning and you have to adjust the wing mirrors with 
little manual levers instead of electric switches. 

The three cylinder, one litre engine has an official fuel av¬ 
erage of 65.7mpg, a C02 rating of 99g/km (so no road tax 
under current regulations) and insurance shouldn’t break 
the bank with a low 7E (out of 50) rating. 

It was a brave decision by Suzuki to replace two older 
models (the Alto and the Splash) with one, the Celerio, There 
was an initial problem with a brake part, too, but the compa¬ 
ny recommissioned the part and retro fitted it to those cars 
which had already gone out to dealers within days. 

The result? Well the Celerio has proved to be a big seller 
for Suzuki, indicating its the right package which convinces 
test-driving customers. 

Footprint 

The Celerio has a small ‘footprint’ but it’s also relatively 
high which means it’s been laid out to seat four adults in 
comfort - even a 6ft 6ins colleague wasn’t cramped in the 
rear. With its tall stance and five doors, access is easy too. 

With light, power assisted steering, a higher-than-average 
seating position and deep windows it’s a breeze to park and 
to handle around town. 

The steering is positive, too, which helps makes the Ce¬ 
lerio a pleasant car to drive on the open road. With 68bhp 
it’s no ball of fire but keeps up with even motorway traffic 
without fuss or excessive engine noise. A typical Suzuki mo¬ 
tor, it’s more of a purr than a growl. 

The ride feels a little firm over poor surfaces, but it’s suf¬ 
ficiently well damped to ensure comfort and prevent the 
bumps throwing the steering off track. 

The slowest moving part of the test car was the fuel 
guage: while I didn’t manage the official 65.7mpg, over a 
week of driving the actual figure was close to 60mpg which 
is the best I remember from a petrol car. 

If you want, or can afford, to upgrade to the flagship SZ3 
version, you can also have Suzuki’s new ‘dualjet’ engine. 
While it’s basically the same unit, with the same overall pow¬ 
er output, it is slightly quicker and considerably more eco¬ 
nomical. With a new fuel injection system, variable valve tim¬ 
ing and a few other technical modifications, it is one of the 
most efficient petrol engines ever produced. Official figures 
credit it with an incredible 78.4mpg and an ultra low 84g/km. 

There’s also an ‘automatic’ option - in fact it’s not a tradi¬ 
tional auto but an automated manual box, where the work 
of the clutch is done by electronics and servos. You can still 
use the gear lever for manual changes (or not, as suits you). 

Higher grade models are, of course, better equipped, too, 
with features such as air conditioning starting at SZ2. 

The practical split/fold rear seats are standard, though, 
with cargo space of 254 litres rising to 726 litres when 
they’re folded flat. That’s another area in which the Suzuki 
goes to the top of the city car class. 

Suzuki pride themselves on being the small car experts 
and certainly the Celerio is something of a master class in 
packaging. 

A small footprint on the road with surprising amounts of 
room inside, excellent economy and low running costs. It’s 
the sort of honest car which the market (and many car buy¬ 
ers) need.

More than 
a Mondeo 
but still 
practical

Ford has released the first car to wear its up¬ 
market Vignale badge, but is it just a more 
expensive Mondeo or something more sub¬ 
stantial? 

This is brand new territory for Ford, as it seeks to 
muscle in on the compact premium sector with the 
Mondeo Vignale. More than just a trim designation, 
Vignale models sit at the top of the Mondeo range 
and have unique exterior and interior elements and 
are designed to offer superior comfort. 

What’s more, they are finished in a special area of Ford’s 
Valencia factory, with additional layers of paint and high¬ 
er quality standards, and if you buy one you can only do 
so from specially-chosen Ford dealers. You’ll get a higher 
standard of service too, with free collection and pick-up from 
your dedicated Vignale dealerperson. 

On the outside, there’s unique alloy wheels, a gloss finish 
to the grille and pillars, and some extra chrome detailing, 
plus those unmissable badges. The Mondeo Vignale is also 
available in just four colours: black, silver, white and ‘Nocci- 
ola’ - brown to you and me. 

It’s a handsome machine, arguably more so in estate 
form, and while the Vignale extras do make it feel a little 
more posh, there’s no denying it’s still clearly a Mondeo. It’s 
very early days for this sub-brand, and only time will tell if 
buyers respond to its perceived elevation over the standard 
car. 

It gets better on the inside, however. As the Vignale sits 
above the Titanium X in the Mondeo range, it is positive¬ 
ly groaning with kit. There’s a big Sony audio system with 
satnav and Ford’s SYNC2 system, active noise cancelling 
(more of which later), ambient lighting and you can even 
have ventilated massage seats. 

Practical 

There’s also leather - tons of the stuff. The seats have 
their own pattern (designed to echo that of the front grille) 
plus it’s on the dashtop, the doors and even on the centre 
armrest. It’s here you begin to feel that you’re getting some¬ 
thing for the additional outlay, although obviously it is just as 
practical as a regular Mondeo. 

As you’d expect, the Vignale is standard Mondeo under¬ 
neath, but that’s no bad thing. What has changed is that the 
suspension has been tweaked to deliver a smoother ride, 
while there’s acoustic side glass as standard and the noise 
cancelling system to keep the cabin hushed. 

With the most-popular 2.0 TDCI unit and the Powershift 
transmission taking care of gearshifts, piloting the Mondeo 
Vignale is a genuinely relaxing experience. The ride may 
be smoother but it still has the Ford sharpness of response 
you’d expect, while the reduction in noise levels is a wel¬ 
come improvement. 

Most of the German competition go for a sporty feel, 
whereas the Mondeo Vignale is comfort oriented, which po¬ 
tentially gives it an advantage on the UK’s poor roads. 

Take a look at the spec sheet and the final price 
makes sense. The options list is very small indeed, while 
the standard spec runs to that sophisticated Sony system 
including satnav, a rear view camera, ambient lighting and 
a fully-electric driver’s seat. A complete leather interior and 
the special alloy wheels come with it too. It’s worth noting, 
however, that the key German rivals are very close on price, 
although, if you equalise the specification, a big price gap 
opens up. 

So will the Mondeo Vignale find favour with customers, 
or sit forlornly in its special corner of the showroom? Well, 
the fact is that buyers do like high-spec Mondeos; the stats 
show that the Titanium X simply isn’t enough for some. It’s 
also a useful higher step for people climbing the company 
car ladder, and Ford is clear about most of its sales coming 
in this way. There’s also a hybrid version if you want the 
petrol electric combination. 

This car summed up in a single word: Soothing. 

If this car was a: jacket, it would be sumptuous and wel¬ 
coming woollen overcoat.

HEAD coach Amy Baker is confident 
the latest wave of talent is going to 
help put Walsall Synchronised Swim¬ 
ming Club firmly on the map. 

But then talent has never been an issue 
for the progressive club - just ask Simon 
Cowell. 

Back in 2012, Zoe Cooper flew the flag for Wal¬ 
sall when she reached the final of Britan’s Got 
Talent as part of a synchronised swimming act 
called Aquabatique. 

The TV exposure, coupled with the fact Lon¬ 
don hosted the Olympics the same year, helped 
boost the sport’s profile and now Baker oversees 
a membership of around 75. 

Cooper is still part of the set up, competing 
and coaching for the club. Baker said: “Zoe has 
done all kinds of weird and wonderful things and 
gets to go all over the world. 

“She was in act called Aquabatique on Brit¬ 
ain’s Got Talent in 2012 just before the Olym¬ 
pics.

“They got to the final and they had to do their 
routine outside because they couldn’t get the 
tank into the studio. 

“It raised the profile of the sport and we had a 
lot of inquiries from off the back of that. 

“The programme Splash, that Tom Daley was 
in had synchro swimmers in it every week and 
Zoe was in pretty much every episode of that as 
well.” 

Baker has been associated with the club, 
founded in 1972, for 23 years, having joined as a 
nine-year-old. And she is delighted with the pro¬ 
gress over the past few years. 

“I have been running the club for the last 
10 years or so,” she said. “We have doubled in 
size since 2012. As the club gets bigger we need 
more volunteers, but we have got a good group 
of people that help run everything. This last 12 
months we have really started to see our profile 
improve.” 

At the National Championships in December, 
the club ended up with five teams competing - 
the most they’d had. 

“Our 12 and unders finished sixth and the ma¬ 
jority of them are 12 and under again this year so 
we hope to be up among the medals,” said Baker. 

“Robyn Swatman, 11, finished seventh in the 
12 and under section and sixth in the solo. 

“Pyper Watkins was eighth in solo event in the 
in the 13, 14, 15 age group, which was brilliant 
because she qualified in 12th. Both Pyper and 
Robyn were selected for England talent trials 


and Robyn was then selected for the England Devel¬ 
opment squad.” 

The club is currently having to travel to Darlaston 
and RAF Cosford for training while their usual base, 
Walsall Gala Baths, undergoes a refurbishment. 

“We cover three counties and now people are having 
to travel to nearly Shropshire to train,” said Baker. 
“But it’s something we have got to put up with to 
have a better facility.” The costs are another issue, 


with the club carrying out various events to help raise 
funds. “Pool hire is expensive and we probably spend 
a £20,000 a year on that,” said Baker. 

“Costumes are £500-£600 a set and sometimes more 
than that if they are handmade. It all adds up, but we 
raise money ourselves.”

STOURBRIDGE’S Sam Eggington will defend his 
British and Commonwealth titles for a second time 
in Birmingham against new foe Bradley Skeete on 
March 5. 

Promoter Eddie Hearn won the purse bids to 
stage the contest at the Barclaycard Arena under 
his Matchroom Boxing banner, with Skeete guided 
by Frank Warren. 

Eggington climbed off the canvas in the second 
round to retain his crowns at the same venue by 
outpointing Dale Evans last October. 

The 22-year-old is now looking to within one fight 
of a Lonsdale belt, with his final test likely to be 
vacated champion Frankie Gavin. Skeete’s only pro 
defeat came to Gavin for the same honours in No¬ 
vember 2014, but he’s since rebuilt his career with 
four straight wins. 

The Londoner’s WBO European title won’t be on 
the line, though, nor will Eggington’s WBC Interna¬ 
tional Silver strap. 

Essington’s Ben Wilkes is confirmed for the 
under-card and faces a tough test in a 10-round 
final eliminator for the English middleweight title 
against Peterborough’s Cello Renda, aged 30, who 
has twice reached the Prizefighter final and chal-

lenged for the English belt and was one half of the

Wilkes admits he is the underdog, having spent 
five years out of the sport before returning this year, 
but has 10 wins, with just one defeat. 

The 29-year-old, who has never been past six 
rounds, said: “He’s a big name and it’s a fight I fan¬ 
cied, wherever it took place. To have it on such a big 
bill is a bonus, really, and I want to shine. 

“On paper, even to those who know boxing, 
it looks like an easy night’s work for him, but I 
wouldn’t be in there if I didn’t think I could beat 
him.
